contact plate is molded in the frame and, at least in a limited longitudinal portion of the 
frame, the contact plate is completely and tightly surrounded by the frame.— 

Claim 5 has been canceled. 

Claim 6 has been canceled and replaced by 

—6. Device for receiving PTC elements in a heating device, having an insulating 
frame having parallel, spaced longitudinal struts and longitudinally spaced crossbars 
linking the longitudinal struts, and at least one contact plate held in the insulating frame 
and on which can be placed the PTC elements, wherein the contact plate is frictionally 
held in the frame so that the contact plate cannot be drawn out of the frame without 
damaging the frame, and wherein, over most of its length, the contact plate is held in 
grooves of the frame formed in longitudinal struts, wherein the longitudinal struts and 
longitudinally spaced crossbars surround recesses for receiving the PTC elements and 
the longitudinally spaced crossbars are constructed as inwardly directed studs for the 
positive retention of the PTC elements.— 

Claim 29 has been canceled and replaced by 

—29. Device for receiving PTC elements in a heating device, having an 
insulating frame having parallel, spaced longitudinal struts and longitudinally spaced
